SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—It will 
not b e long b efore A laska will b e 
su pplying the Pacific Coast w ith ex­ 
cellent coaL This is the prophecy 
m ade b y F. G. H irte of the pu rchas 
ing departm ent of the A laska E ngl 
neering Commission, who is in San 
Francisco to open b ids for the w in­ 
ter su pply of prov isions for the fiv e 
thou sand men, b u ilding the gov ern­ 
m ent railroad in the northern terri­ 
tory. 
Rapid progress, he declares, is b e­ 
ing m ade in b u ilding the gov ernm ent 
railroad, which will open u p exten­ 
siv e coal fields. They are known as 
the M atanu ska coal fields, b ecau se 
located in the v alley of the M atan­ 
u ska Riv er. 
Two m ines a t Pska and Chfkaloon 
are b eing dev eloped b y the D epart­ 
m ent of the Interior, throu gh the 
commission. The coal m ines of M at­ 
anu ska Valley are from fifty to sev ­ 
enty-fiv e miles from the tow n of An­ 
chorage, estab lished in 1915 as div is­ 
ional headq u arters for the gov ern­ 
m ent railroad and as a shipping and 
landing point for constru ction m a­ 
terial. 
Anchorage is at the head of nav i­ 
gation for ocean-going steam ers and 
is the nearest point on the coast from 
M atanu ska coal can b e shipped. It 
is connected b y rail w ith Seward, 
te a r w here sta rts a thirty-eight m ile 
b ranch railroad to the m ines. 
An­ 
chorage has b een considered a clos­ 
ed port fou r or fiv e m onths of the 
year, b u t engineers b eliev e the ice 
b arrier can b e ov ercom e and that 
term inals and piers now b eing b u ilt 
will m ake the place a port for ocean 
■team ers the larger part ef the year.

J OPLIN, Mo., Oct. 2.—Profiteers of 
both war and peace are opposing the 
League 
of 
Nations, Governor Cox 
charged in a speech here today. 
“ As 7 ou will find the munitions 
profiteer is opposed to the league 
because It provides for disarmament, 
making future wavs impossible, so 
you w ill find the progteer of peace 
opposed to the league because 
of 
Article 23, which prevents him from 
exploitation of 
humanity 
in sweat 
shops and unsanitary factories,’* he 
said. 
“ Not only is the league covenant 
already functioning as the nearest 
approximate to a guarantee against 
war, but also it contains the elem ents 
for promotion of world progress and 
the means for humanitarian advance­ 
ment,” he continued. “ For example, 
Article 28 is the world creed of hu­ 
manity in the league.
